S  I  R, 

At.  the  defirc  of  feveral  of  your  rea¬ 
ders,  I  fend  you  a  remarkable  ftory, 
as  told  by  Lord  Clarendon,  concerning 
fome  previous  intimation  which  Villiers 
duke  of  Buckingham  received  of  his  un¬ 
timely  death,  by  means  of  an  apparition. 

About  the  latter  end  of  K.  James’s 
reign,  and  the  beginning  ofK.  Charles’s, 
Villiers  duke  of  Buckingham,  by  fome 
luifmanagement,  made  himfelf  fo  ob¬ 
noxious  to  the  commons,  that  Sir  Ed¬ 
ward  Cook  declared  him  publicly  in  the 
houfe  tp  be  the  caufc  of  all  the  national 
mifery  which  had  happened,  and  was 
likely  to  happen :  and  the  nation  was  in¬ 
flamed  againfl  him  to  a  high  degree, 
which  the  duke  feemed  to  deipife.  One 
John  Felton,  a  gentleman  of  a  reputeable 
f.imily  in  Suffolk,  being  inflamed  by  po¬ 
pular  refentmeni,  took  it  into  his  head 
that  he  fhould  do  God  and  his  country 
good  fcrvicc,  if  he  killed  the  duke. 
Accordingly  he  got  an  opportunity  to 
ftrike  him  upon  the  breaft  with  a  knife, 
and  pierced  him  to  the  very  heart,  fo 
that  he  fell  down  dead  on  the  fpt>t,  with¬ 
out  iifing  ^y  other  words,  but  that  the 
villain  had  kill^  him.  This,  one  of  the 
boldeft  murders  recorded  in  hiftory,  was 
perpetrated  upon  the  duke  of  Bucking¬ 
ham  at  Portfmouth,  where  the  duke  was 
then  haftening  out  a  fleet  for  the  relief  of 
KcchcUe.

There  was  an  officer  in  the  king’s 
wardrobe  in  Windfor-caftlc,  of  good  re¬ 
putation,  about  fifty  years  of  age  or  up- 
w'ards.  This  man  in  his  youth  had  been 
bred  at  a  fchool  in  the  fame  parifh  where 
Sir  George  Villiers,  the  duke’s  father, 
lived,  and  had  been  much  obliged  to  Sir 
George  at  that  period. 

About  fix  months  before  the  miftrable 
end  of  the  duke  of  Buckingham,  this 
man  being  in  bed,  and  in  a  gfMKl  fate  of 
health  at  the  time,  in  Windfor-c  iftle 
where  his  office  was,  there  appealed  to 
him,  about  the  middle  of  the  night,  at 
the  fide  of  his  bed,  a  man  of  a  very  ve¬ 
nerable  afpedt,  who  drew  the  curtains, 
and,  fixing  his  eyes  upon  him,  afktd  if  he 
knew  him.  The  poor  man,  half  dead 
w’ith  fear  and  apprehenfion,  being  alked 
a  fecond  time,  he  recollected  the  perfon 
of  his  old  fchool  ptron  Sir  George  Vil¬ 
liers,  and  the  very  cloaths  he  ufed  to 
wear,  in  which  at  that  time  he  feemed 
to  be  habited,  made  anfwer,  that  he 
thought  him  to  be  Sir  George  Villiers. 
He  replied  that  he  was  right,  and  that  he 
expected  a  piece  of  fcrvicc  of  him,  wbicb 
was,  that  he  ffiould  go  from  him  to  his 
fon,  the  duke  of  Buckingham,  and  tell 
him,  if  he  did  not  fome  what  to  ingra¬ 
tiate  himfelf  with  tht  people,  to  abate  the 
extreme  malice  they  had  againfl  him,  he 
would  be  fulfered  to  live  but  a  .ihort 
time.  After  this  he  disappeared,  and  the 
poor  man  flept  very  well  till  nicHrning, 
when  be  confidered  all  tbit  at  a  dream.

The  next  night  the  fame  penon  nppc.ircd  fented  this  man  to  the  duke,  he  cour* 
to  him  again,  in  the  lame  place,  and  about  teoiilly  walked  afide  with  him,  where 
the  tame  time  ol'  the  niglit,  with  a  more  they  converied  about  an  hour  before  the 
feverc  aU>ic%  and  reprehended  him  king  arrived.

'i'he  r.iivc  pel  li>n  appeared  to  him  the  could  come  to  that  knowledge  only  by 
thiullin.e,  with  a  mod  terrible  alped,  the  devil;  for  th.at  thofe  particulars  were 
blitcrly  reproa«*hinjj  him  for  not  per-  known  but  to  himfclf  and  to  one  perfon 
forming  Ins  p- mite.  The  poor  man,  more,  who,  he  was  furc,  would  never 
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for  him ;  but  he  ftaid  to  finifli  what  he 
had  in  hand.  Ik  loon  oblervcd  the  door 
opened,  heard  his  father  call  a  third  time, 
in  a  Itron^,  cmphatical,  angry  tone,  and 
when  the  door  was  fliut  again,  he  heard 
its  found;  and  the  miftrefs,  maid,  and 
Mr  nioxium  heard  it  allb;  on  which  his 
inirtrcfs  pulhed  him  out  of  the  Ihop,  with 
“  get  you  gone,  firrah,  your  father  is 
quite  angry.’*  He  then  ran  over,  lifted 
up  the  latch,  but  found  the  door  locked. 
He  went  in  at  the  back-entry;  he  fpoke 
with  his  mother-in  law,  who  told  him 
his  father  was  not  come  home,  nor  was 
he  to  dine  at  home  that  day.  His  furprife 
was  great,  his  hair  ftood  eredt,  and  he 
went  back  to  the  company,  whole  con- 
fternation  on  hearing  the  fadt  was  as 
great  as  his  own.  The  maid  told  him  it 
was  a  lijjn  of  death,  and  that  he  would 
not  live  long,  which  made  fiich  an  im- 
preirion  upon  him,  that,  from  a  lad  of 
high  fpiriis  and  great  vivacity,  he  became 
grave  and  ferious,  thought  of  nothing 
but  his  approaching  end,  and  held  him- 
felf  in  conftant  preparation  for  the  ex- 
pedted  period.  What  is  very  remark¬ 
able,  he  had  an  only  uncle,  who  was 
captain  of  the  Biddeford,  then  Italioned 
at  Leith,  who  died  there  that  fame  day, 
and  about  tlic  fame  hour,  as  they  were 
told  afterwards. 

This  Mr  Charles  Woodmanfon,  who 
is  now  in  Carolina,  dill  continues  in  the 
fame  ferious  turn  of  mind,  and  his  vera¬ 
city  is  unquedionable. 

As  three  witnefles  will  be  judged  fuf- 
dcient  to  edablilh  a  fadt,  I  lhall  only  beg 
leave  to  relate  another  ftory  of  this  kind, 
and  Hiall  trouble  you  no  more  on  the 
fubjedt,  but  leave  your  readers  to  critl- 
cife  at  their  plcafure. 

In  March  1736,  a  young  woman  at 
Briftol  being  taken  ill  of  the  fmall-pox, 
her  mother  attended  her  during  her  ill- 
nefs :  her  father  was  a  clergyman  more 
than  twenty  miles  from  that  city.  One 
night  her  fifter,  who  was  at  her  father’s, 
being  in  bed,  heard  the  voice  of  her  mo¬ 
ther  lamenting  the  death  of  her  daugh¬ 
ter.  This  much  furprifed  her,  knowing 
that  her  mother  was  then  as  far  off  as 
Brirto],  twenty  miles  diflant  and  more. 
When  the  arofe  in  the  morning,  her  fa¬ 
ther  feeing  her  look  much  concerned, 
alked  her  what  was  the  matter  ?  She  re¬ 
plied,  I  believe  fitter  Biplly  is  dead,  for 
laft  night  I  heard  my  inother^s  voice  la¬ 
menting  her  death.  Her  father  faid,  I 
heard  the  very  &me  myfelf,  and  her  voke 
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feemed  to  be  in  my  ttudy.  Soon  after 
came  a  mclfcnger  with  the  tidings  of  her 
death.  The  deceafed  was  brought  to 
her  father's  burying- place;  and  after  the 
funeral,  her  mother  relating  the  manner 
of  her  daughter's  iilnefs,  and  that  as  foon 
as  her  daughter  was  dead,  Ihc  being 
weary  with  watching,  fatigue,  and  want 
of  deep,  laid  herfelfdown  in  hercloaths, 
.and  dreamed  that  Ihe  was  with  them 
telling  her  grief  for  the  lofs  of  her  daugh¬ 
ter.  This  furprifed  them  all  a  good  deal ; 
and  alking  the  time,  it  appeared  to  be 
much  about  the  fame  time  at  which  they 
had  heard  her  voice. 

And  to  conclude  this  fubje^t,  in  1651, 
king  Charles  II.  made  his  latt  effort  a- 
gaiiift  Oliver  to  regain  the  crown,  and, 
affembling  forces  in  the  north,  advanced 
weftward  into  England,  where  he 
thought  he  could  command  the  mott 
friends ;  but  Oliver  intercepting  his  pro- 
grefs  at  Worceftcr,  drew  on  an  engage¬ 
ment,  which  proved  decifive  againft  the 
unfortunate  Charles.  The  very  night 
after  this  battle  was  fought,  Sir  Chritto- 
pher  Wren,  being  at  his  lather’s  houfc  at 
Knoyle  in  Wiltlhire,  dreamed  that  he 
faw  a  fight  in  a  great  market-place  which 
he  knew  not,  where  fomc  were  flying 
and  others  purfuing;  and  amongft  tbofe 
that  fled  he  thought  he  faw  a  kinfman  of 
his,  who  went  to  Scotland  to  join  the 
king’s  army.  The  next  night  this  very 
kinfman  of  his  came  to  Knoyle,  and  was 
the  firtt  that  brought  the  news  of  that 
fatal  battle.

NCOURAGED  by  your  former  re¬ 
ception  of  my  attempts,  I  would 
again  trouble  you  with  the  following 
fiimmary  view  of  what  has  been  laid.

Yolvfd  e  this  may  be  granted,  when  a 
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iTietipliyfical  ful>jt«5t  c^ii  be  properly 
dixtUil  in  forciijn  colours.  Yei,  ii  has 
Ikcii  laid  by  *»iie,  that  the  oblcurity 
the  eor  was  charactenllic  ot  its  aullior: 
thii.  aiio  may  be  ailnuiled  as  an  objec* 
tku,  when  anv  iHrlon  ihall  dirdaiin  a 
toibie,  or  when  the  pcrlon  aircriing  Ihall 
lay  jull  claim  to  a  gieal  (bare  of  ptrlpi- 
luity.  On  tht  «)lher  hand,  tome  have 
appropriated  this  attempt  to  theinielves, 
till  contronted  by  others  pi  ivy  to  the 
writer.

given  them  ollence.  If  they  imagine  he 
was  then  in  a  paflhiM,  I  dare  venture  to 
fay  they  are  iiultaLm.  If  they  queftion 
hi^  vii.uity  tiierem,  the  latter claiile  may 
1h:l  t\  them,  ziz.  “  If  he  (hall  hall,  icc.” 
If  this  elaide  In*  ol^jeCkd  againli  igseon- 
dilii  n.d,  the  iubicription  ol  the  licond 
papeT  [Vol  xvi.  I*.  may  laliAl'y  them. 
And  I  hope  ti'e  expreirn)n  w  ill  m*t  l>e  cal¬ 
led  yveeu/z/Y,  more  than  it  it  will  be 
reckoned  ohjcenc.

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whereas,  in  proof  thereof,  he  quoted  the 
tame  Word  of  Ginl,  declaring, that  the. 
devil  food  not  in  the  truths  aiKl  there¬ 
from  inferred,  that  (what  is  in  feripture 
emphatically  calle<i)  “  the  Truth”  wag 
fomeiiow’  made  know  n  to  him,  clfe,  you 
know',  “  hp  could  not  have  fallen  from  it.” 

A*.  L  [xvi.  336.]  oblervesconccrning- 
.^///yii/'/’s  fecond  attempt  [P.  391.],  that, 
hi.'.  “  diftinPtion  betwixt  common  fenfc 
and  reafon  is  not  quite  fo  clear  to  him; 
for  he  took  them  alw’ays  to  be  the  fame.” 
When  'iliquis  aflerlcd,  that  he  w'as  full 
t»f  the  opinion,  the*  exiflence  of  the  Deity 
could  not  be  evinced  by  rcafoning,  but 
always  was  a  dictate  of  coinnuin  f*  nfe, 
he  did  not  intend  to  enter  the  lilts  with 
any  pciion  upon  that  fubjetit,  though  he 
ti)()k  Imldof  fume  unguarded  exprefliong 
in  a  former  paper,  as  an  iniroduiflion  for. 
pubhrtiiug  his  private  I’entiment :  andor.e 
reafon  theicof  was,  he  could  fee  no  great 
propriety  in  attempting  to  prove  direii^s 
ly  hy  reafon,  that  a  certain  propofitioa 
cannot  be  proved  by  reafon;  and, though' 
his  point  can  be  deir.onHrated  indireCtly, 
or  apogogieallv,  /.  e.  by  elifproving,  or 
Ihewiiig  the  abfurdily  of  the  coniiary; 
yet, as  It  is  prefumed  he  has  already  done 
thii.,  and  at  the  fame  time  kept  clear  of 
direct  reafoning,  he  is  not  prefenlly  a- 
mind  tocorrefpond  in  controverly  with 
any  perlon  on  that  ful JiCt  fur  the  future* 
in  favours  of  ll,  L,  it  may  bcjuftly  ur* 
ged,  that  a  w-riter  oti  a  lubjce'l  of  mo¬ 
ment  and  controxcrly  liiould  define  his 
fundamental  exprefliiais ;  yet  it  is  appre¬ 
hended  that  there  wa>  no  great  occafiou 
tor  a  direct  definition  of  thefe  terms,  in  a. 
Milcellany  luU  calculated,  perhaps,  for. 
a.  prolixity  tf  fyllttn;  when  (1  may  fay, 
the  moft  ol )  the  iitcratiy  the  dema¬ 
gogues  in  language,  have  determined 
ideas  tolioth  tlicic  words,  w  hen  conlraft- 
ed  to  each  other;  and  the  more  fo  when 
thefe  fame  terms  aie  in  the  context  fo 
applied,  that  no  room  is  left  to  doubt 
the  fenfe  in  which  the  author  ufts  them. 
A  perfon,  reading  with  very  liitle  atten- 
tiiai,  may  ealily  fee,  that  the  didatcs  of 
comn/on  fenfe  are  there  ufed  fynoni- 
inoufiy  with— “  intuirivc  knowledge— 
lirft  principles - perception  iif  felt  evi¬ 

dent  taCiS— —  propofitiuns  commanding 
belief  upon  iC|>etition;— fuch  as,  that 
w  hite  is  not  black— that  a  w  hole  is  equal 
to  all  its  parts,  ^c.  and  he  may  there 

lee  nafen  fyiu  mm  ufly  uled  with - 

”  reafoning — reafi  ning  cor.fequcnt  upon 
firfi  principles,  more  certain  tkan  the 
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propofition  to  be  proved — mathematical 
rcafoning — mathematical  demonftratiun 
—wrangling— of  fyllogifm^  &c.*’ 
Moreover,  left  it  Ihould  be  thought  that 
injuftice  is  done  to  W,  €•  it  may  be  alio 
lien,  that,  however  he  may  ufc  them 
clfewhere,  he  muft,  in  the  fcntences 
<juolcd,  be  taken  as  applying  much  the 
l  une  ideas  to  thefc  words  with  Aliquis  ; 
as  when  he  calls  the  “  dklates  of  com¬ 
mon  lenfe  the  foundation  of  ail  reafon- 
ings;”  and  when  he  fays,  “  Yea,  further, 
the  difeoveries  made  by  the  heathen  phi- 
lolophers  prove,  that  this  truth  is  attain¬ 
able  by  attending  to  the  didates  of  rea- 
foii;”  fori  fuppofc  he  did  not  mean  to 
fay,  that  what  we  call  common  fenfe 
was  peculiar  to  thofe  philofophers,  and 
not  lo  the  vulgar;  and,  though  he  had 
there  applied  the  fame  idea  to  both  ex- 
preftioiio,  as  the  queftion  betwixt  them 
waf,  not  alxmt  wt»rds,  it  Ihould  be  (hewn, 
that  he  does  not  “  undertake  to  prove 
hi!>  propufition  from  the  connedion  fub- 
lifting  between  caufes  and  effeds;**  or,  if 
he  does,  that  fuch  a  proof  could  be  fi- 
rilhed  without  begging  the  queftion. 

It  is,  I  prefume,  a  didate  of  common 
fenfe,  ih  it  the  chief  life  of  language  is  to 
communicate  the  thoughts  of  mankind 
to  one  another,  by  affixing  certain  ideas 
to  certain  word?;  fo  that,  for  inftance, 
there  can  be  no  intiiniic  harm  in  calling 
one  of  our  fpedcs  a  horfcy  provided  that 
idea  be  nniverrally  applied  to  the  word. 
Now,  if  /?.  L.  ;.ffixts  like  ideas  to  the 
word^  rctifn  A\\i\  common  feiife  ;  and 
if  .1  paper,  which  he  reviews,  affixes  diffe¬ 
rent  ideas  to  tlitm,  at  the  fame  time  in¬ 
cluding  an  explication  of  the  difference 
ot  ti.efe  ideas,  it  will  follow,  that  either 
R.  L.  has  not  adverted  to  the  fenfe  in 
which  the  w’urds  are  there  ufed,  or  that 
tin  difi'crence  between  them  is  merely 
verbal;  a  thing  now  juftly  difregarded 
by  cvet  y  one  of  reafon,  not  to  fay  com¬ 
mon  lenfe;  but,  for  /?.  L’s  fatisfadion, 
and  by  defirc,  1  fhall  further  explain  my 
acceptation  of  thefe  words. 

Cot;. men  fenfe y  when  contrafted  to 
rtafon  (for  it  muft  be  ow  ned,  they,  like 
iniift  other  w'ords,  are  varioufly  ufed 
when  circumftances  differ),  is  that  facul¬ 
ty  of  the  mind,  which,  upon  perceiving 
certain  propofitions  (therefore  called 
felf-evidcnt)  affents  to  the  truth  of  them, 
or  commands  the  belief  of  them  natural¬ 
ly,  inftantaneoufly,  inftindively,  irrefifti- 
bly,  and  prior  to  any  prngreffive  chain 
i>f  argumentation.  It  c^cd  /en/ei  at 


depending  cn  cftabliftied  laws  that  ad 
independent  on  will:  it  iacaWed commo/if 
as  ading  in  the  fame  way  on  mofl  of 
mankind  f.  Thus,  when  I  fee  a  red  co¬ 
lour,  1  cannot  judge  it  black:  when  L 
hear  it  laid,  Do  as  you  would  be  done 
to,  I  muft  allcnt  to  the  juftice  of  the 
command  immediately,  ^c.  If  any  fhall 
fay.  This,  in  rcveiaiioa,  is  called  con- 
fcienccy  and  is  the  chief  charaderiftic  of 
the  human  fpecies,  I  admit  the  alRtrtion. 
Reafon^  when  contrafted  to  common 
fenfct  is  another  faculty  of  the  mind 
(everyone  pollened  of  both,  is  conlcious 
of  the  diftcrence  of  the  two  energies), 
W’hereby  we  recoiled  and  compare  ideas, 
draw  inferences  from  didates  of  com¬ 
mon  fenfe,  and  conned  cuncluftoiis,  or 
unknown  propofitions,  with  axioms  or 
known  ideas,  by  argumentation,  or  a 
progreffive  chain  of  intermediate  rela¬ 
tions  f.  For  inftance,  let  it  be  afftrted, 
that  liberty,  when  applied  to  the  will, 
would,  in  all  its  branches,  be  fubverfive 
of  morality,  the  ufe  of  commands, 

This  is  a  propolition,  I  fuppofe,  that 
would  require  Ibme  little  reafoning  to 
prove  it,  being,  perhaps,  not  immediate¬ 
ly  fclf-evident.  To  fix  upon  one  branch  of 
that  opinion,  vh.  An. adion  cannot  be 
free,  unlcfs  the  volition  be,  felf-detcrmin- 
ed  from  indifference.  Now,  it  is  a  dic¬ 
tate  of  common  fenfe,  that  no  adion  can 
be  moral  unlefs  intentional;  but  adions 
ariling  from  indifi'erence  cannot  be  in¬ 
tentional,  feeing  the  agent,  uninfluenced 
by  motive,  had  no  end  in  view.

WHEN  I  returned  to  England  in 
1 755,  the  firft  time,  the  court  of 
directors  folicited  me  to  go  out  again. 
They  obtained  for  me  his  majefty*s  com- 
miffion  of  lieutenant-colonel,  and  ap- 
IK>i(Hed  me  deputy-governor  of  Fort  St 
David,  and  to  fucceed  to  the  government 
of  Madrafs.  But,  before  I  went  to  my 
government,  they  wifhed  me  to  under¬ 
take  an  expedition  of  great  importance, 
provided  col.  Scot,  who  had  been  ftrong- 
ly  recommended  by  the  duke  of  Cum- 
l^andi  ,did  not  ctoik  to  uadertake  the 


expedition  himfelf.  The  intent  of  the 
expedition  was  to  join  the  Marattoes  at 
Bombay,  and  in  conjun^on  with  them 
to  attack  the  French  in  the  Subah  of  the 
Decan,  for  which  I  carried  out  fhree 
companies  of  the  king's  artillery,  and 
three  or  four  hundred  of  the  king's 
troops.  When  I  arrived  at  Bombay  the 
beginning  of  1756,  there  was  a  truce  be¬ 
tween  the  two  nations,  and  col.  Scot 
was  dead.  I  found  there  admii^  Wat- 
fon  and  Sir  George  Pocodee,  with  bit 
fquadron.  It  was  thought  that  thefe 
troops  fliould  not  lie  idle,  and  that  theVe 
was  a  fair  opportunity  of  taking  Ghe- 
reah,  a  ftrong  fort,  poficlTed  by  an  eafiern 
prince  (Augria),  who  upon  all  occaftons 
greatly  diftreffed  the  company.  I  com¬ 
mand^  the  land-forces  on  that  expediti¬ 
on,  and  Mr  Watfon  commanded  by  ica.

About  two  the  troops  were  un¬ 
der  arms,  and  about  four  they  marched 
to  the  attack  of  the  Nabob’s  camp.  It 
was  my  intention  to  have  feized  his  can¬ 
non,  and  attacked  his  head -quarters; 
but,  when  day-fight  appeared,  there 
arofe  fo  thick  a  fog,  that  it  was  impoflible 
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for  the  army  to  fee  three  yards  before 
them,  which  continued  till  we  had 
marched  through  the  whole  army,  t 
cannot  aicertain  the  lofs  the  enemy  fuf- 
fered;  but  it  was  reported  to  be  very 
confiderablc.  Our  lols  amounted  to 
about  130  killed  and  wounded.  We 
continued  our  march  to  the  fort,  where 
the  troops  were  allowed  an  hour  to  reft, 
and  then  ordered  back  to  camp.  In  the 
evening  Serajah  Dowlah  and  his  army 
decamped,  and  got  to  about  eight  or  ten 
miles  from  us.  He  fent  a  letter  to  me 
and  admiral  Watfoo,  that  he  deftred  tO 
treat  with  us.  Upon  which  it  was 
agreed  to  receive  his  propofals  without 
delay;  and  a  treaty  was  concluded, 
which  is  upon  the  company’s  lecords* 
The  reafon  it  was  not  more  advantage¬ 
ous  than  it  was,  we  had  juft  received  ad¬ 
vice- of  a  war  with  France;  am!  the 
French  had  within  the  garrifon  of  Chan- 
dernagdre  almoft  as  many  Europeans  aa 
we  had  in  the  field ;  and,  if  they  had 
joined  Serajah  Dowlah  before  the  con- 
cluliun  of  the  peace,  we  muft  have  been 
undone ;  for  there  wanted  only  fome  in¬ 
telligent  perfon  to  advife  him  not  to 
fight  at  ail,  and  we  fhould  have  beta 
ruined.

TURKEY  AMD  RUSSIA. 

ConflantinopUf  June  3. 

**  TN  confequence  of  a  fufpenfion  of 
1  arms  being  agreed  upon  between 
the  Ruffians  and  our  troops,  the  minUters 
from  Vienna  and  Berlin  will  iet  out  in 
ten  or  twelve  days  for  Jaffy  to  afCft  at 
the  congrefs.  They  have  already  receiv¬ 
ed  of  the  Porte  50  nurfes  each  for  tra¬ 
velling  expcnce8,  ana  their  allowance  per 
day  is  likewife  fettled,  which  fhews  that 
we  are  in  earneit  with  regard  to  a  peace; 
and  it  is  even  prefumed,  that  the  preli¬ 
minary  articles  are  already  agreed  upon.” 

Peterjhurgh^  June  a6.  “  A* courier 
who  is  arriv^  here  from  the  firft  army 
of  her  imperial  majefty,  bath  brought 
advice,  that  held-  marihal  Roman^w  and 
the  grand  vizir  Muflum  Sad  Mebemct 
Bacha,  0^cd,  on  the  |Qth  oif  laft  month, 
an  armiftice*,  which  fu4>endii  all  hoftili-

peace  with  thofe  {whom  they  term  infi¬ 
dels.” 

Hague,  July  10.  “  We  have  letters 
from  good  hands  here  which  affure,  that 
the  refpedive  minifiers  plenipotentiary 
have  opened  the  congrefs  at  Riicbarat 
with  great' appearance  of  fucqefs:  tnat 
the  court  of  Ruflia  has  propQfed  thr^ 
articles  as  the  preliminary  conditions  of 
peace,  which  do  notfeem  to'ifieet  with 
the  hearty  cpt^rrencc  of  the  oth^ 
powers,  though  if  is  to  be  hoped  ibsy 
will  be  broimhf  into  better  ' tefh^rl^ 
degrees'.

articles  art  faid  to  Be,  i1t,Th«the  'dO\iit 
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©f  Petcrfburgh  (hall  keep  pofleflion  of  the 
conquers  obtained  over  the  Turks  dur¬ 
ing  the  prefect  war.  And  aJly,  That 
io/X5o,ooo  rubles  (hall  be  paid  to  that 
court,  to  defray  the  expcnces  incurred 
by  the  war.  And  sdly,  That  the  Porte 
iball  enter  into  a  moft  folemn  engage¬ 
ment  not-  to  interfere  any  more  in  the 
affairs  of  Poland.  There  are  people  who 
go  fo  far  as  to  affurc  us,  that  the  minif- 
tersof  the  refpedive  powers,  have  al¬ 
ready  acceded  to  the  above-mentioned 
articles;  but  we  cannot  help  confidering 
this  as  a  little  premature.” 

POLAND. 

Grodno  in  Poland^  June  lo.  “Thir¬ 
teen  hundred  Balkeirs  arc  arrived  here 
from  Minik.  Thefe  new  guefts,  who 
make  a  frightful  api^rancc,  will  accom- 
plilh  the  ruin  of  this  unhappy  country. 
Mod  of  them  arc  armed  with  a  fabre  and 
mufquet,  and  the  reft  with  bows  and 
arrows.  A  great  number  of  thefe  bar¬ 
barians  arc  near  Slonim,  and  others  a- 
bout  Wilna.  Our  fields,  our  corn  and 
grain  of  all  forts,  are  a  prey  to  their 
horfes,  and  unlcfs  we  receive  aid  foon, 

we  fliall  be  intircly  eat  up.” - Another 

account  (ays,  “The  Balkeirs  which  arc 
arrived  here  [at  Grodno]  arc  a  hideous 
and  frightful  people;  they  fpeak  the 
Tartarian  language:  they  will  not  cat 
pork,  but  nothing  elfe  comes  amifs  to 
them;  among  the  reft,  horfe-flclh  and 
cats  arc  eat  by  them.  They  have  a  great 
diftike  to  the  Jews,  feme  of  whom  they 
were  going  to  murder,  and  it  was  with 
much  difficulty  that  a  Jewiih  child  was 
faved,  whom  they  had  taken  from  its 
parents.  They  have  neither  law  nor 
difcipline  among  them,  but  commit  every 
excefs  imaginable.  They  lodge  fixteen 
or  eighteen  together  in  a  houfe,  and  cx- 
whatever  they  think  proper  from  the 
inhabitants.  Their  commandant  is  often 
treated  ill  by  them,  particularly  when  he 
attempts  to  reftrain  them  in  their  unrea- 
fonable  demands.” 

Cracow,  June  11  •  “  Every  prepa¬ 
ration  was  made  to  receive  the  garrifon 
©f  Tyniec  who  furrendered,  and  pa/T- 
ports  were  prepared  by  the  Ruffians  for 
the  whole;  but  they  refufed  at  laft, 
and  would  only  furrender  to  the  Auftri- 
ans.  Gen.  Bibikow  ordered  they  (hould 
be  attacked  with  the  greateft  vigour,  and 
it  is  feared  they  will  have  n6  quarter  gi¬ 
ven  them.  The  Auftrians  and  Ruffians 
aft  now  in  conjuodion.” 


JVarfaw,  June  14.  “  New  trpuUef 
are  arifen  in  Lithuania,  which  are  be* 
come  almoft  general.  There  is  no  com¬ 
prehending  the  ioconftancy  of  the  Lithua¬ 
nians,  who  want  to  make  themfelvcs  for¬ 
midable,  while  they  are  but  two  fingers 
breadth  from  deftrudtion.” 

IVarfaw,  June  ay.  “  Gen.  Haddick 
has  publi(h(^  a  declaration  in  the  Polifh 
language,  dated  the  loth  of  this  month, 
wherein  it  is  faid,  “  That  the  emperor 
takes  under  bis  protedion  all  the  coun¬ 
try  occupied  by  his  troops;  that  the  in¬ 
habitants  ihall  be  treated  like  his  own 
fubje(Jts;  and  that  no- body  (hall  bedif- 
turbed  in  their  habitations.— Geh.  Efter- 
hazy  has  caufed  Leopol  to  be  occupied 
by  2000  Auftrians,  and  likewife  fum- 
moned  the  garrifon  of  Lublin  to  retire,  to 
make  room  for  his  troops.

GERMANY.

nica,  on  account  of  the  great  (quantity  of 
corn  exported  from  thence  in  foreign 
(bips*  Tbe  people  imagined  it  was  cte- 
Hgned  for  the  chriflians,  and  were  g(>ing 
to  fall  upon  the  Franks;  but  the  Agd 
who  commanded  there  found  means  tO' 
appeafe  the  tumult.  Gceat  quantities  of 
corn  arc  arrived,  and  we  no  longer  ap¬ 
prehend  a  fcarcity  of  that  cominixlily.” 

They  write  from  the  frontiers  of  Tur¬ 
key,  that  admiral  Knowles  is  arrived  at 
Kiita  in  the  Black  Sea,  with  feveral  Eng- 
li(h  and  Dutch  ofliceri :  That  Ruflians 
have  a  body  of  troops  in  Mingrclia,  under 
the  command  of  major- general  Sucho^in# 
who  has  made  fome  prv)grer8  on  the  fide 
of  the  Black  Seai  and  is  fupported  by  the 
little  Kuflian  Iquadron  near  Afoph.  It 
is  pretended  that  the  princes  of  Cachetici 
Carduel,  Imefette,  Mingrelia,  Afchana^ 
aad  Guriel,  adt  in  concert  with  the  Ruf- 
flans  againll  the  Turks.

Advice  is  received  from  Jamaica,  that 
a  confulcrable  fleet  of  French  men  of 
war  has  lately  arrived  in  that  part  of  the 
w'orld  from  Breft  and  Toulon ;  that  they 
have  troeps  on  board,  lielkles  bombs^ 
mortars,  &c.  and  feemed  to  be  ftccring 
for  fome  of  the  French  iflands  to  land 
their  men,  who  were  in  a  very  iickly 
condition. 

A  letter  from  Antigua,  brings  advice^ 
that  the  inhabitants  of  Jamaica  had  been 
under  arms  for  two  months,  on  account 
of  an  infurreiition  among  the  negroes.  • 

Thurfday  his  majefty’sftiipthe  Bonet- 
ta  arrived  exprefs  from  admiral  Montagu

'Accordingly  at  mid¬ 
night  abtujt  two  hundred  armed  men  in 
eight  boats  boarded  the  fchooner,  killed 
the  lieutenant,  took  all  the  people  out 
of  the  veflelvand  then  burnt  her.” 

Rhode  lAand  is  one  of  the  four

of  Ne  w*£nglaiid,  and  of  which  Maflachu- 
fet’s  bay  is  the  principal.  The  New- 
Knglandcrs  are  univerlally  hated  in  Ame¬ 
rica  ;  and  notwithftanding  Bi)(lon  atfcds 
to  be  the  capital  of  the  colonics,  the  co¬ 
lonies  would  rather  embrace  the  molt 
certain  deftriidtion  than  acknowledge  her 
for  a  mittrels.
